This One’s for the Fellows 


At the end of October the Young Fresh 
Fellows made the long awaited trek from 
Seattle to Victoria to play a “smashed” week- 
end at Harpo’s. Since they played here last 
December, Chuck Carroll has mysteriously 
transformed into a man named Kurt Bloch, 
hop-along guitar master of the Fastbacks; 
Scott McCaughey, lead vocalist, has 
blessed the Pacific Northwest with his debut 
solo album, My Chartreuse Opinion; Tad 
Hutchison, drum god, is as suave as ever; 
Jim Sangster is still boss of the bass; and 
best of all, they have a new album out, This 
One’s for the Ladies (on the Popllama label). 
After their Saturday night performance | finally 
found a quiet moment to interview the Fel- 
lows, even if it was three o’clock in the morn- 
ing. Punk-ola! 

The Fellows played some of their tunes 
from their new album, so | was eager to ask 
them about their progress. ‘‘This is our fifth or 
seventh album. It depends on whether you 
count the EP’s ornot. Then. . .if youcount1, 
2,7,9,16. . . it turns out to be our fifty-sixth 
album. There’s one new song that’s too com- 


plicated, and we’ve never played it since the 
day we recorded it. . . Lost Track of Time. 


Lost Track of Time wasn’t heard at Harpo’s 
because Jim’s vocal chords can’t quite reach 
those notes on the top shelf. 


“It was a good excuse not to spend any 
time playing it . . . practicing . . . trying to 
learn all those notes. It’s a great song. It has 
the rare ‘“L” chord. Nobody’s ever used it be- 
fore. It takes two people to play it on one gui- 
tar! That’s what’s so great about having. two 
gutar players...’cause yah both don’t gotta 
play. Both! One can play or the other can play 
or ‘both’ can play.” 


“How do you spell ‘both’?” 

“That's B-L-L-T-H. Both.” 

“No. It’s K-B-O-W-L-T-H-BANG! Only, the 
K, you don’t pronounce, and the BANG! is si- 
lent.” 

“There’s a song that’s written by Eric Au- 
Iten of X15. It’s called Get a Rope. It’s about 
nothing. So we don’t sing it, and that’s why 
we don't play it. We lip synch the words.” 


The Posies 


lam going to puke if | hear one more gar- 
dening reference applied to The Posies. Cer- 
tainly this pop band’s name alludes to a 
blossoming bouquet of fragrant flowers, but 
why not give praise directly? The Posies kick 
ass. Their Thanksgiving performance at 
Harpo’s was on par with their brilliant debut al- 
bum, Failure (released on the Popllama label). 

Where does their sound come from? After 
talking with the Seattle-based band, | learned 
that the guys are heavily influenced by bands 
such as Squeeze and XTC, and they like lis- 
tening to . . . metal. Ta-da! Yes, it’s true. At 
points during their performance, sponta- 
neous combustion occurred in form of a 
fierce Ozzy Osborne guitar riff. The band 
proudly admits to this.

sic magazine. Failure was remixed, but The 
Posies were unhappy with the results so it 
won't be re-released. Without this re-mix, the 
public will just have to wait for an altogether 
new album. Don’t frown yet! Failure will be on 
compact disc and in your neighbourhood re- 
cord store before long. 

Aspirations? They let me in on their sacred 
dream of getting a tan and opening a danish 
factory — no day jobs for these four talented 
hipsters. I’m sure rooting for the installation of 
a bathtub in their tour van. Good luck! 

If you missed their Harpo’s gig, The Posies 
will be returning to Victoria.

The Miracle Workers got together seven 
years ago in Portland, Oregon. After putting 
outa couple of E.P.’s on Moxie Records, they 
made the big move to the “City of Angels” and 
have been based there ever since. Although 
their sound remains rooted in the North West 
punk legacy of the Sonics and the Wailers, 
the move south seems to have led to a 
gradual shift to a heavier and decidedly less 
“retro” approach.

Popllama Products seem to be a bunch of 
busy boys. Having successfully released the 
solo Scott McCaughey LP, these dynamos 
of pop have slated the much anticipated re- 
lease of Pure Joy’s LP for the end of Octo- 
ber. This is followed by aco-operative release 
with Estrus Records’ tribute to the Sonics. 
This legendary Seattle group defined the term 
“garage band”. On this album they are bowed 
to by the Nomads, the Brood, Original Sins 
and ahost of Seattle illuminaries. 

Berkeley’s Boner Records flies back into 
the fray with a spate of new releases. It’s 
good to see M.D.C. back on vinyl if only to see 
what their initials stand for. This time the pe- 
rennial favourites rise to the name, Metal Devil 
Cokes. What glee! Other cool stuff on Boner 
Records is an album by the Melvins called 
Ozma. The most intriguing release on Boner 
is the Warlock Pinchers’ Deadly Kung Fu Ac- 


the Mentors and David Carridine. 


The fact that folk artist Faith Nolan needs 
an introduction following the release of her 
third album should not be a surprise. It is an 
indication of how difficult it is for independent 
women musicians to receive the acknowl- 
edgement they deserve. 

Her first album released in 1986, Africville, 
chronicles the rise and fall of a community in 
Halifax, Nova Scotia. For over a century over 
four hundred people inhabited Africville, a 
black eclave within the city of Halifax. In 
1964, city planners relocated the remaining 
families without their permission. All traces of 
this event were wiped out of history until ac- 
tivists like Nolan documented this vibrant 
black community. Her songs reflect the strug- 
gle and detemination of these people ina 
powerful and original way. 

Sistership, released in 1987 is a less suc- 
cessful album. The force and energy behind 
her political convictions do not translate onto 
this vinyl. Last November we discussed the 
discrepancy between her live electric perfor- 
mance and the flatness of her album. She ac- 
knowledged it was difficult for her to do studio 
work ‘‘when some big man staring at me 
through the control room doesn’t understand 
a word | am saying while | am singing a love 
song to another woman.” 

The more traditional pieces on the album, 
“O Sinnerman” and ‘Freight Train” capture 
her vibrancy and energy. Her latest album, 
Freedom to Love, produced by Roy Forbes 
and the Vancouver Folk Music Festival peo- 
ple, is both impressive and problematic. The 
production work sounds flawless yet with 
rare exception, it does not reflect the depth of 
Nolan’s expression, vocals or guitar work.

While listening to this album, | wanted to yell 
out, “Slow down, You don’t need to try so 
hard!” There is so much effort on this album 
that it sounds forced. Each song is so deliber- 
ate in its varied tone and style that the over-all 
effect is a lack of focus 

In isolation there are a few songs that work ef- 
fectively. “Torturer” is one of the most moving 
pieces I’ve heard about child and domestic 
abuse. Rather than couching the lyrics with in- 
neuendoes and metaphors, Nolan is straightfor- 
ward and the the point. “Strange Fruit” was 
written in the 40's for Billie Holiday and Nolan’s 
interpretation is just as haunting and mesmoriz- 
ing. Half-way through this understated jazz 
piece the listener realizes the strange fruit is the 
aftermath of a lynching: a black body swaying in 
a tree. “Freedom to Love” is upbeat and rocks 
as she sings “you tell me who | have to love/and 
| call that slavery.” 

Producing most albums is a delicate bal- 
ance: maintaining the artist’s sensiblility can 
be difficult. | think Nolan suffers with Roy 
Forbes at the helm. His musical influences 
are written all over this album. He appears on 
most songs with a slick and overshadowing 
guitar technique. Her own masterful guitar 
work is invisible with the exception of one 
song. 

Freedom to Love is an important album re- 
gardless of these problems as so few artists 
are able to perceive and challenge world is- 
sues as Faith Nolan does. Her vision as a wo- 
man of colour, lesbian and cultural activist is 
uncomprimising and positive. | know she has 
guts. Sadly, the majority of her album doesn’t 
reflect this.

There was a time, when magazines like Bomp, 
New York, Rocker, and here in Canada, Shades, 
were going to introduce a whole new group of peo- 
ple to a music and lifestyle that was filled with cre- 
ative self-expression, and brimming with 
individuality. So what happened? 


Maybe the tastes of the North American public 
were vastly overestimated. Maybe the big money 
powers Saw it in their best interests to give the mu- 
sic enough rope so it could hang itself (rope that 
was bought in advance, to be paid back from roy- 
alties with interest). Maybe we, being the elitist 
fucks that we are, saw fit to tie our own hands. Who 
knows? All| know is that it’s 1989, the beer’s gone 
stale, the deli tray has been picked through, there’s 
an extremely fashionable punk rock revival hap- 
pening, and I'm sitting back with my friends, watch- 
ing Much Music, and waiting for the next revolution.
